CoiiipUcntlous in Eastern Europe. 


Th_e last newa received from the seat of 


war in Poland is more favorable to the 
Poiea than was anticipated. Large num- 
bers of insurgents bagin to cor.ceritnuo in 
a few places. Several dnfeiats of tho Rus- 
sians aro reported, and even the official 
Journal of St. Petersburg, of February 13, 
(the day before the leaving of tha Afara) 
acknowledges tho occupation by 2,000 in- 
aurgenta of the town of Dihieuka, upon the 
frontier of tho government of Lublin.— 
Prominent among tha loaders of the move- 
ment is Gon. Langiewic?., who, according 
to a dispatch from Leraberg, also dated 
Feb. 13, was at tho head of 5,000 insurgents 
and had retaken from ths Russians tho town 
of Vv'cachock. 


Theprogressive party of Europe, although 


many considered an outbreak at thia-time 
unwise, because destitute of a fair proBpeet 
of success, feel and express the warmest 
sympathy with the righteousness of the 
cause for which Poland id lighting. 
The 


two grand masters of European liberalism, 
Garibaldi acd Victor Hugo, have both 
hastened to lend the Poles the powerful 
support of tb.eir influence. 
Garibaldi has 


called on the English people to proffer aid 
to the Poles in this struggle for independ- 
ence of their country and for liberty. Vic- 
tor Hugo has published an address to tho 
Russian soldiers, calling on them with his 
wonted eloquence not to consummate the 
assassination of Poland, and not to fall— 
which he says appears impossible—even 
lower than the gangs of the southern states 
of America, raising against them tho exe- 
cration of the whole civilized world. 
In 


Paris the sympathy for Poland wan so great 
that the Russian ambassador callsd on the 
F_rench government to prevent its expres- 
sion. The Swedish Diet has also avowed 
its sympathy for Poland ; .and tbe liberal 
representatives in the Italian parliament 
and the democratic Italian associations have 
also warmly espoused her cause. 


All this was to ba expected. No people 


ever had a clearer title to national inde- 
pendence, nor has any other people ever 
made to that end greater and nobler sac- 
rifices. 
But entirely unexpected, with re- 


gard to the Polish insurrection, ia the atti- 
tude assumed by the Austrian government. 
Reports from all sides agree that Russia IB 
greatly dissatisfied with the attitudeof Aus- 
tria. It is said that Austria has allowed 
enlistments for tbe Polish insurgents to 
lake place in Ga'icia, at Lemberg, in Cra 
cow, and several towns and villages on the 
Auatro-Rusaian frontier, aud thit the Auj' 
trian press is not prevented from express- 
ing warm sympathy with Poland. A pa- 
per of Frankfort, which is usually well in 
formed about Austrian affairs, uKirrns that 
Austria rejects any solidarity with Prussia 
ntid Rusoi.r. in the question of Poluud, and 
that the Austrian gonerals will not take 
purt iu the conferences which are to he held 
at Warsaw between the Prussian dad Uus- 
sian generals. It ia even reported thnt 
Russia and Prussia accuse Austria of en- 
couraging tie insurrection. 


The designs of Austria in pnrfiiiing such 


a policy can easily be guessed. No great- 
er danger to her very existence luis yet 
arisen thrsnthe Panslatic movement, whose 
aim it is to units all Slavic tribes nude? the 
leadership of Russia. 
A plurality of tbe j 


polyglot population of Austria are Slavi, j 
and the success of the Panslavie movement j 
in the interest of Russia would bo at once ! 
ihr> fata! blow to Austria. No wonder that 
Austria should venture an attempt to turn 
the intended blow against Ruasin. 
She has 


nnder her scepter the large majority of all 
Catholic Slavi, and revolutionary 'a3 the 
idea ia, she ma? have been or she may be 
tempte-d to an effort to encourage the hos- 
tility of tho Catholic Polos to Russia, and j 
in ganerr.1 to outbid the latter power ia of- j 
fera to the Slavic nationality. 


The government of Prussia assumes qui'c 


another attitude. In that country the pro- 
gressive party has acquired of late a great- 
r strength than iu any other country of 
Surope. The government has good reason 
o fear lesi an electric spark kindle tho in- 
ignation of tho people iu-o a flame of 
jpen revolution. No uae can, therefore, be 
urpriscd to learn that oa February 8 a 
reaty waa concluded between Prussia and 
lussm whereby Prussia is said to engage 
icrself to march troops into Russian Po 
and in case the insurrection should assume 
greater proportions or not reach a speedy 
ermination.' 
Thia, 
undoubtedly, 
may 


hreateu the Poles with a new danger. 
Bat 


t also may, on the other hand, hasten a 
evolutionary outbreak in Prussia. 
Tbe 


epresentatives of the Prussian people will 
never grant the expenses of a war against 
he Poles, and a new p.ud most serious con- 
liet would be at once brought on between 
he King and tho representatives of the 
jeople., It will thus be seen that the com- 
>licatious in Eastern Europe are of a na- 
ure that may lead at any moment to most 
mportant developments.—JV. f. Tribune.

The Atlantic Monthly for March pnblisb- 


es a full account of tbu loss of thu pioneer 
of our iron-clad alii is, under the caption of 
" The Last Cruiaa of tbn Monitor." It ia 
tho only complete and graphic recital of 
that disaster that has been put in print, and 
we extract ita more interesting portions. 
The Monitor, it will be retnembtrtd, start 
ed for tho southern coast in convoy of tbo 
Rhode Inland. The Patsnic, n VPSSP! of 
the same construction, but much larger and 
stronger, made the trip ut tho same time. 
Immediately upon gaining the upon sea, 
the wind freshened, and the litilo Monitor 
began her labors. 
Tho writer thus de- 


scribes tho progress i 
" During tho night wo passed Capo Hen- 


ry, and now, at dawn, found ouratiives on 
the ocean, the land only a bluo line in tho 
distance. A few more hours ami tnnt'fwd 
vanished. 
No sails woro visible, and tho 


Passaic, which we had noticed llm eveninr; 
before, waa now out of Bight. 
The morn- 


ing and afternoon passed quietly; wo Bpuut 
moat of our tiina oa deuk, on account of 
tlio confined air belovr, aud, being on iv lev 
el with tho sea, with iho spray dushinp 
over ua occasionally, atmiHud ourdolvua with 
noting its shifting hues and forms, from 
the deep green of iho first long roll to thu 
foam crest and prism a ic tint a of ilie fulling 
wavo. 
" As tho afternoon advanced, tha fresh- 


ing wind, the ihickaning clouds, atid die 
increasing rolLof the sea gave tho«o most 
accustomed to ship-life, somo new experi- 
ences. Tho little vessel plunpcd tluuuph 
tho rising waves, instead of rid in.' thum, 
and, as they increased in violence, Iny, as 
it were, under thtir crusts, which wiithed 
over her continually, so that, ev<;n when we 
considered ourselves unfe, tho appearance 
wan that of a vessel sinking.

Immediate succor became nectary to
